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Sharing the Bible

HOULD hydrogen bombs rain down their tremen- 
S dous destructive force on the people of the earth 
tomorrow, the chances are good that copies of the 
Bible would be preserved. At scattered points across 
the United States well-printed Bibles are stored 
against such an emergency. 

At one carefully selected mid-American site 240 
volumes in 150 languages are kept. Bibles, as well as 
plates and mats for printing more, are deposited 
overseas at key points. This has been done by alert 
American Bible Society personnel to insure the safe- 
keeping of the Scriptures. 

The Society is also working as rapidly as its budget 
will permit to prepare for another threatening emer- 
gency. The need for strengthening local economies is 
leading some nations to consider legislation to pro- 
hibit the import of all books, including Bibles, in 
the local languages. Presses, trained: personnel and 
other publishing facilities will have to be provided 
within their boundaries to insure continuous Scrip- 
ture production and distribution in such places as 
Africa, India, Latin America and the Philippines. 

A third emergency faced by the Society is one 
much more familiar, but no less difficult—the prob- 
lem of supplying Bibles and Scripture Portions to a 
world in which more people are being born every 
minute and more people are learning to read every 
hour than at any time in its history. It is the basic 
task of seeing that God’s Word is preserved in the 
hearts and lives of people through Bible-reading the 
world over. 

This information (and much more) was gained by 
the ninety-six delegates and guests attending the 
1958 meeting of the American Bible Society's Ad- 


were represented. (See roster on page 22.) 
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The Advisory Council and guests assembled in New York on November 18, 1958. Fifty-three denominatiol 


visory Council near the close of last year. The fifty- 
three denominations represented at the New York 
meeting verified the statement by Society Consultant 
Eric M. North in the opening devotional that ““The 
one thing Christians can meet together on and pro- 
mote is the Bible and its reading.” 

Annually representatives of the denominations sup= 
porting the Society meet to counsel with its leaders 
and review the plans and budget for the coming year. 
This year the format was changed slightly to allow 
those present to study and suggest solutions to three 
problems of special concern to the Society. 

The vital problems were: “‘How far can the Society 
go in providing Scriptures needed by military and 
Veterans Administration chaplains?” ‘What should 
the policy be in regard to free distribution of Scrip= 
tures in underprivileged countries?”’ and “‘How should 
the Finger-Fono be promoted and used?” Final sug= 
gestions growing out of lively discussions on each 
topic are included in the Council’s formal report} 
which follows this article. The Council enthusiastis 
cally requested more problem studies next year. 

Meeting in a nearby hotel for the first time, bes 
cause Bible House facilities had become too small, the 
Advisory Council was greeted by Secretary Roy I 
Madsen. ‘‘We have the same trouble in doing our 
work the year round as we do in preparing for this 
meeting,” he smilingly stated, *‘—lack of space in the 
Bible House.’*> Some delegates were attending their 
first meeting. The majority had come at least five 


years, with a few indicating attendance for as many 
as twenty years. 

‘‘We miss meeting in the Bible House,” said Dr. O. 
C. J. Hoffmann, Lutheran Church, Missouri Synod, 
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r. Theodore F. Adams, President of the Baptist World 
Iliance, addressing Advisory Council at luncheon

Eugene A. Nida, Secretary for ‘Translations, re- 
orted the Bible has now been translated into 1,127 
ngues. The biggest problem faced by the translator, 
= reported, is making the words used in new transla- 
ons say exactly what the inspired Scripture writer 
id in the original language. He was enthusiastic 
bout a new edition of the Greek New Testament 
hich is to be produced by the Society in cooperation 
ith the National Bible Society of Scotland and the 
tirttemberg Bible Society of Germany. It will be of 
ecial value to scholars, exegetes and translators, he 
pted. 

The Scriptures are not only being translated into 
e languages of the people, they are also being put 
to the hands of the people, continued Secretary 
ichard H. Ellingson. Last year more than three and 
half million volumes were given to the Bibleless by

ministers; 1,300 volunteer distributors handed out a 
million and a half more. Other thousands went to 
migrant workers, Indians, hospitals, prisons and in- 
ternational students. 

“Next to the budget,’ said Ellingson’s report, 
“perhaps the greatest problem that faces our District 
and Division Secretaries is the seeming lethargy or 
actual indifference to Scripture distribution which 
comes from the erroneous assumption by many that 
everyone in the U.S.A. has a Bible.” 

To help everyone in America have a Bible and use 
it the Society has developed two projects: ‘‘A Bible in 
Every Home” and “‘Bible Reading and Sharing’’—to 
fit the needs of the large and small community. ‘The 
Society’s District Secretaries will work with any 
minister interested in encouraging the adoption of 
one of the plans in his own area, said Ellingson. 

Former Chief of Chaplains Ivan S. Bennett out- 
lined the impact of the American Bible Society’s work 
with men in our Armed Forces. ‘““The ABS is the only 
agency giving Bibles to the Armed Forces whose work 
is reviewed by Churches,” he said. ‘‘We don’t want 
the Bible to be Gl-issue. These Bibles are a continu- 
ing link between the Church and the man in service.” 
Last year more than a million Bibles and Scripture 
Portions went to service men without charge. 

The Society also announced its interest in printing 
Scripture Portions in special covers for denomina- 
tional boards and synods to distribute in their pro- 
grams of outreach to the unchurched. The largest 
printing of special covers to date has been a million, 
copies of the Gospel of John in an attractive ‘‘New 
Life for You” cover for use by the Southern Baptist 
Convention in their 1959 special evangelism cam- 
paign. 

But all American Bible Society work is not done in 
the United States, pointed out Foreign Secretaries 
Paul A. Collyer and Laton E. Holmgren.

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Last year more than seven million volumes reached 
sixty countries through the American Bible Society. 
Colored slides used by the Secretaries clearly pictured 
the needs and work in many of these countries. 
Scriptures were distributed around the world as free 
eifts, through direct sales, through subsidized sales, 
even by barter; for example, in Korea, beans, barley, 
rice and straw were exchanged for Bibles. Printed 
texts, Talking Book records, Bibles for the blind, 
recorded Bible passages played on inexpensive finger- 
operated phonographs, radio Bible readings—all 
were used to get God’s Word to people who had never 
come in contact with it before. 

There is still much more to do, said Secretary 
Holmgren. We want to improve distribution tech- 
niques, develop new formats, new books for the newly 
literate and increase strategic free distribution. Non- 
Christians are turning out a tremendous amount of 
well-planned, attractive literature to reach the

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_ The Challenge—To Keep Pace 


DS again the American Bible Society has been 
challenged by its new annual budget, the larg- 
t ever approved. The 1959 budget is large when 
mpared with past budgets. From 1816 (when the 
ciety was founded) until 1861 the Society used only 
885,000 in its efforts to supply Scriptures to the 
orld; $3,885,000 is the Society’s budget for the year 
59. ‘True, today’s dollars are not so valuable as 
Ose received in the earlier years, but the fact that 
rty-five years elapsed in the use of the Society’s first 
885,000 illustrates how much is being poured into 
e task of challenging the world with the Scriptures 
day. 

Just how close does this tremendous program come 
meeting thé world’s needs? Really, not any closer 
an one hundred years ago. When the Society 
arted operations in 1816, the population of the 
orld was approximately nine hundred million per- 
ns. In 1861, the year when accumulated funds re- 
ived in forty-five years by the Society reached 
885,000, the total population of the world was 
yout one billion, two hundred million; today the 
orid’s population is estimated at two billion, five 
indred million. 

Another factor in meeting the need today is the in- 
ease in literacy. Today about forty-five percent of 
e adult population of the world is able to read, cer- 
nly a far greater proportion than a hundred years 
o. The decline in the value of the dollar must be 
msidered when comparing present ‘expenses with 
ose in the past as there can be no doubt that the 
59 dollar will purchase far less presswork, paper, 
ding and other materials used by the Society than 
s possible in the year 1861 for a similar number of 
lars.

1959 program is probably proportionately only a 
little, if any, better than the program of a hundred 
years ago when compared to the opportunities before 
the Society. The largest budget on record—yet the 
Society knows where to put additional funds to use; 
$629,500 had to be omitted from the 1959 budget for 
special needs which should be met now. 

The 1959 budget enables the Society to do little 
more than meet normal demands created by in- 
creases in population, literacy and the growth of the 
Christian Church in every land. It provides no funds 
to engage in any major advance through widespread 
evangelistic colportage. It gives the Society almost 
nothing with which to mobilize and modernize our 
distribution methods overseas. It provides no needed 
printing presses in India ($150,000), the Congo 
($50,000) and South America ($150,000). It provides 
no Bible vans to reach remote villages in the Philip-

At 
the mission stations in Central Congo thousands ané 
thousands of young Congolese had walked many 
miles to attend school. Large crowds followed us and 
tried to catch every word. There is a race between 
the forces of evil and good. Which is going to wini

In the Kwango 


- In the Kwango area we had the privilege of visit- 
ng stations belonging to the three main missions, all 
using the Kituba language, a lingua franca of great- 
pst importance. This area has one of the largest num- 
pers of tribes in the whole Congo. There are said to be 
etween twelve and fifteen different tribes in Kikwit 
lone. On one occasion we met the head of the pris- 
n, who asked us if we could place various Scriptures 
n several Congo languages in the prison library. 
- The Kituba, also called Commercial Kikwango, is 
trade language and was first used by the white man 
s a way of communication with the Africans. It is a 
imple form of Kikongo. The New Testament and 
he Psalms were translated several years ago by mis- 
ionaries in the Congo Gospel Mission and the Amer- 
can Mennonite Brethren Mission. Here again it was 
elf-evident that Bible translation paved the way for 
urther developments of a language. It was the same 
tory with Lingala and Congo Swahili. ‘The Bible 
ociety took the first step in laying the foundation to 
stabilization of these languages, and the same has 
appened with Kituba. 

From Kikwit we traveled to Kafumba. This mis- 
ion has a fine group of well-trained men and women 
edicated to the Lord’s service. The little press does a 
ost effective work and distributes quite an amount 
f literature in Kituba. Miss Kathryn Willems, who 
s in charge of the press, is also the main distributor 
f our Scriptures. 

The Africans like bright colors, and at their re- 
uest Kituba New Testaments were published with 
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bright yellow and red covers. When the congregation 
lifted up their books, the bright yellow New Testa- 
ment was most prominent. 

In the Bible school a fine group of men take three- 
year courses. They often come with their families, and 
their wives are also taught various subjects. In this 
Bible school there were people from seven or eight 
different tribes. These men were happy to be able to 
read the word of God in a language they understand, 
and their faces shone with anticipation of their new 
Bibles and Testaments. 

Not far from the great Kasai River are two stations 
of the Congo Gospel Mission. The presence of the 
Gospel has made a great impression on the people. 
When the bell rang at Tshene, more than six hundred 
people came together in one of the largest tabernacles 
in Congo. It was a huge building with a grass roof. 
Many of the people who had learned Kikongo 
brought their Bibles to the service. 

As we left the Kwango area, where the Kituba 
New Testament has been and is such a blessing to the 
many tribes, we thanked God fer what we have seen 
of God’s glorious works in eight of the twenty mission 
stations using this simple language. All these men and 
women, so devoted to their great work, must have all 
the help they can get from the Bible Societies. More 
Scriptures are needed. Thousands and thousands of 
Africans are asking for more books in a language they 
can understand. It was a joy to tell the churches that 
the Bible Societies and their Christian friends in 
America will do their utmost to help them.

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having been completed in 1540. 

Afterwards Dr. Theodore F. Adams, President of 
the Baptist World Alliance, vividly described the im- 
pact the Bible had made on people he had met during 
his visits in various parts of the world. In Russia, he 
reported, Bibles were well worn and treasured highly 
by those fortunate enough to possess them. People 
would copy Scriptures on scraps of paper in order to 
have them in their own homes. “It was with great 
appreciation that they accepted the few American 
Bible Society Bibles I was able to take with me on 
my trip,” he said. 

‘‘When I would present a Bible to a Russian pas- 
tor,’ he continued, “‘I would hold his Russian Bible 
and my English Bible together in my hands and 
would say, ‘I can’t read your Bible, nor you mine, 
but each has the same message.’ ”’ 

Others treasuring their Bibles greatly are the blind, 
reported Secretary Ruth Barrett, who read several of 
the grateful letters she had received. Bibles are 
available to the blind in the Braille and Moon sys- 
tems as well as on the ‘Talking Book records. 

Secretary James Z. Nettinga outlined educational 
and information procedures of the Society. Plans 
called for increased circulation of the Brble Society 
Record, so that every pastor will be receiving it. Films, 
Worldwide Bible Reading, posters, bookmarks, Bible 
Sunday observance and also leaflets stimulate Bible 
reading and interest in the work of the American 
Bible Society. 

On the afternoon of the first day the Council di- 
vided into three interest groups. One group reviewed 
the Society’s financial structure; another its publicity 
and services available to churches; a third discussed 
the methods used by various denominations in sup- 
porting the work of the Society. 

The concluding session of the Council was given to 
presentation and discussion of the 1959 budget in a 
joint meeting with the Society’s Board of Managers 
Budget Committee. (See ‘“The Challenge—To Keep 
Pace,” p. 23.) It was evident that much prayer, plan- 
ning and preparation had preceded the drafting of 
the budget figures. 

Final action of the Council was the discussion and 
adoption of its report. As the guests and delegates re- 
turned to their varied duties with different denomi- 
nations in different parts of our country, they were 
agreed that: God’s Word is most vitally needed by 
our world; the American Bible Society is doing an 
outstanding job of placing it in the hands of people; 
and the Churches need to support the Society in its 
work more than ever before as it seeks to ‘“‘encourage 
a wider circulation of the Holy Scriptures without 
note or comment.” 


Report of the Findings Committee 
I. The Bible is The Book That Lives. It lives because it is 
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the Word of Life. This Word furnishes the foundation of 
men’s faith, the basis of men’s creeds, the fountainhead of 
men’s devotion. It contributes to the upbuilding of char- 
acter, to the serenity of the human spirit, to the welfare of 
the nations, to the unity of the Church. 

The Book That Lives offers to today’s generation words 
of direction, comfort, light and enrichment. Wherever the 
Scriptures are received and read, men are inspired to 
build noble lives; guideposts are furnished on the path 
that leads to freedom; truth is revealed to dignify the ac- 
tivities of men and nations. 
II The widening outreach for this Book That Lives has 
been revealed in the reports brought to the Advisory 
Council from the Officers of the American Bible Society, 
again this year. That the Book has been prepared in some 
portion in 1,127 tongues substantiates this record of 
growth. The visual interpretation in the new film in 
Technicolor, “Bearer of the Book,” which the Advisory 
Council was privileged to view, portrays the tremendous_ 
scope of the Society’s worldw ide work. : 
III In the visual presentation ‘““The Book Lives Overs 
seas” the Advisory Council was made aware of the ur-_ 
gencies for Bible distribution faced in certain sections 0 
the world where time is of the essence in utilizing oppor- 
tunities still open. Renewed undergirding of the Society’s” 
work in these areas is imperative to the future of the” 
Christian Church. In other areas open doors present op- 
portunities which have not hitherto been evident and pre-_ 
sent challenges for greater efforts than formerly invested. 
IV The unfinished task of Bible distribution and educa- 
tion in the homeland has been newly impressed upon the- 
Advisory Council. To meet the needs of language and~ 
underprivileged groups in this land will require additional 
thousands of Scriptures. To hold the Word of God before 
the citizens of America is the Churches’ ever-present re-_ 
sponsibility. We pledge our renewed endeavors to the act 
complishment of this task. - 
V_ The three concerns which were suggested by the staff 
have been considered by the Advisory Council. Recom-— 
mendations growing out of the specific discussion period: 
are as follows: 

Concern Number One: “How far can the Society go in 
providing Scriptures needed by the military and Vet. 
erans Administration chaplains?” : 

The Churches accept the responsibility for providing 
Scriptures for national service personnel and must culti- 
vate opportunities thus to use the Scriptures as a mis- 
sionary and evangelistic medium. 

The Churches not only should be unwilling to turn 
over this responsibility to the Government, but should re- 
sist proposals and pressures in this direction. 

The following principles may be established: 

(1) That we, through denominational channels, urg 
our chaplains to make generous contributions from chapel 
funds for service rendered by the American Bible Society. 

(2) That denominational leaders encourage local con- 
gregations to provide Bibles for their own young people 
as they are inducted into military service. If this practice 
is pursued, the providing of Scriptures by the America 
Bible Society through the chaplains will be largely limited 
to unchurched service men. ; 

(3) That the Churches encourage Armed Forces per-| 
sonnel through denominational promotion and channels.

(1) That the American Bible Society be encouraged and 
ipported in its program of using the Finger-Fono as an 
fective means of carrying to the earth’s non-literate 
jultitudes the message of the Bible. 

(2) That the American Bible Society supply churches 
) response to their requests with a sample Finger-Fono

(3) That denominations be encouraged to make their 
fts to this project over and above their regular grants to 
ie American Bible Society. 

(4) That an approach be made to leaders of the forth- 
yming Foreign Missions Conference, scheduled to be 
eld in Pittsburgh in December, for the opportunity to 
emonstrate the Finger-Fono as an instrument for mis- 
onary education. 
(5) That an effort be made to use available TV outlets 
) promote Finger-Fonos. 
(6) That the Finger-Fono be suggested as 
(a) a project for Vacation Church Schools (especially 
those on a community basis), 
(b) a project for international student organizations, 
(c) a project for groups of churches receiving offerings 
_- jn special and union services. 

(7) That approaches be made to foundations for the 
ranting of funds for the extension of this work in far areas 
the world. 

(8) That approaches be made to mission boards to 
nance and distribute the Finger-Fonos in areas where the 
gard has specific responsibilities. 

(9) That extensive pilot projects continue to precede 
JJ-scale fund raising and distribution programs of the 
inger-Fono. 

I We have been reminded of the need for God’s Word 
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by at least 340,000 blind persons in the United States 
alone. Multiplied thousands in other areas of the world 
are sightless and without the Scriptures. We are cognizant 
of the many opportunities constantly open for greater 
service to the sightless. We commend the American Bible 
Society for its expanding program in providing the Scrip- 
tures in the Braille and Moon systems and the Talking 
Book records for the meeting of these needs. 

As we look forward in 1960 to the observance of the 
one hundred and twenty-fifth anniversary of the Society’s 
work with the blind, we recommend that the Worldwide 
Bible Reading campaign theme emphasize the observance. 
Vi We acknowledge the responsibility of the denomi- 
nations in giving increased financial support to the ex- 
panding program of the American Bible Society. We 
renew our pledge to work toward the goal of gifts from the 
denominations, looking toward a monetary objective of 
$1,400,000 for 1959. Each Advisory Council member is 
urged to request the budget-making agencies of his de- 
nomination to give careful, conscientious and official sup- 
port to the Society. The suggested goals are commended 
to each denomination for consideration in determining 
such support. We would urge that representatives of the 
American Bible Society be invited to appear before budg- 
et-making groups of the denominations to present this 
Agency. 

VIII We express complete confidence in the adminis- 
tration of the Society in drafting its annual budget. We 
commend the Society for a standing policy of open and 
complete presentation of the budget. 

IX Commendation of the Staff: 

We express our heartfelt thanks to the members of the 
staff of the American Bible Society for their genuine hos- 
pitality to all members of the Advisory Council in this 
annual session; for their sincere devotion to the work of the 
Society and for their efficient handling of its affairs; for 
their understanding of the needs for the translation, pub- 
lication, distribution and encouragement of use of the 
Scriptures on a worldwide basis; and for their continued 
efforts to distribute the Bible to the men and women in 
the Armed Services of the nation. 

The spirit of cooperation and fellowship manifested by 
the Secretaries and their associates in planning and carry- 
ing out the Society’s program provides stimulus to the 
fulfillment of the goals set before the Churches.
